Flaws Found In N qw Type Omnibus Bill 


Cause And Effect 
EG INNING w ith the December collection 
of real property taxes, Ohio taxpayers 
w ill be assessed 20 cents a thousand on all 
taxable property in the state to help pa> off 
W orld W ar II bonus bonds. Ohio is one of 31 
states which w ent into debt heavily after 
W orld W ar II to discharge w hat a m ajority of 
its voters considered an obligation to veterans 


of W orld W ar II. 
Such distributions of public money, under­ 
taken by the separate states in the name of 
gratitude, have helped to create a financial 
problem of the first magnitude for the states 
as a whole. The Tax Foundation, a research 
organization, recently has published an an- 
■ lysis of state debt showing bonus bonds alone 
have added approxim ately $1.400,000,000 to 
the obligation of 10 states since 1946. 
Ohio 
registered the largest single increase, jum ping 
its debt to $204,000,000. 
The financial problem lies in the fact that 
gross state debt now has reached a record 
total of more than four billion dollars and 
shows no signs of tapering off. In other words, 
deficit financing has found converts in state 
capitals as well as in Washington. 
Taken m 
conjunction with a federal debt of more than 
250 billion dollars and a local debt of some 
17 billion dollars, the state debt threatens to 
become unwieldy. 
During W orld W ar II, it 
dropped to a minimum, for the very good 
reason that states had high incomes and few 
opportunities to spend money. They made up 
for lost time as soon as the w ar was over, and 
now seem to have adopted .the big-debt habit 


for keeps. 


A Statistic To Chew On 
J 
OSEPH T. FERGUSON has been in W ash­ 
ington to make his f i r s t 'appearance as the 
banner-bearer for ail the entrenched minoi i- 
ties that want to beat Senator Taft. They have 
been feeling his muscles, w ith a view of de­ 
ciding how much to invest in his chances. 
W hat they decided is, of course, their secret. 
But Mr. Ferguson makes no secret of what 
he decided. He predicts he will beat Senator 
Taft by “better than a quarter of a million 
votes.” Here is a statistic to chew on. It pre­ 
sumably represents w hat Ferguson thinks of 
his chances, which Senator Taft s friends are 
in danger of underestimating. 
In 1944. Taft barely edged out his opponent, 
W illiam G. Pickrel, by a narrow 17,000 votes. 
Ferguson predicts he will make Pickrel look 
like a sucker, though Pickrel’s good showing 
in 1944 was attributed entirely to the strength 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt There will be no 
Roosevelt to help Ferguson. 
Four years earlier, in the Burton-McSwee- 
ney contest. Burton beat his Democratic op­ 
ponent by 145,000 votes, though the latter also 
had the advantage of running with Roosevelt. 
Ferguson, who will be running by himself, 
thus estimates he is vastly stronger than Mc- 
Sweeney plus Roosevelt 10 years ago. 
He approaches, in his own estimation, the 
a ll-tim e personal popularity of John W. 
Bricker, who piled up a 328,000 margin over 
Jam es Huffman in 1946. Mr. Ferguson s 250,- 
000 estimate will be filed for future reference. 
He may w ant to revise it upward before next 
November, for psychological effect. 
Or did 
he go the limit for psychological effect the 
first time?

PINION is divided on the ben­ 
efits—or lack of them —in the 
new, large, economy-size, single 
package appropriation bill. The 
House passed this first omnibus 
appropriation bill in record tjpne, 
completing the job on May 10. 
Last year the House didn’t com­ 
plete action on the last of 11 reg­ 
ular 
appropriation 
bills 
until 
June 9. So it was something of 
a time-saver. 
The omnibus appropriation bill 
has also been something of a po­ 
tential money-saver, at this half­ 
way point in the proceedings. 
President Trum an’s budget called 
for approxim ately $30,700,000,000 
for the domestic programs 
cov­ 
ered by the omnibus bill. 
The House Appropriations Com­ 
m ittee cut roughly $1,300,000,000 
from this figure. On the floor of 
the House further cuts of $34,- 
000,000 were made. But increases 
of $483,000,000 w ere also made. 
So the met increase was $449,000,- 
000. 
Then on the final day of consid­ 
eration the House put over a cou­ 
ple of fast cuts for another $1,- 
000,000 more or less. The final an­ 
swer comes out between $28,500,- 
000,000 and $28,950,000,000. 
These actions were all taken as 
a result of looking at the govern­ 
m ent’s budget as a single pack­ 
age. But along the way, this om­ 
nibus bill ran into some diffi­ 
culties which make it objection­ 
able. 
In the first place, it took the 
House a full month to consider 
and act on the 11 chapters of the 
omnibus bill. It was long and tire­ 
some debate, full of dull figures. 
By the time the House got around 
to chapter 11, many of the mem­ 
bers had forgotten w hat they had 
done about chapter one. So the 
House did really act on 11 bills, 
pretty much as usual. 


FOR THIS REASON, there is 
considerable feeling on Capitol 
Hill that the new procedure of­ 
fers no net advantage. At the 
same time, it is recognized tnat 
considering governm ent expendi­ 
tures in a single package is the 
easiest way out for the politician. 
Because the omnibus appro­ 
priation bill is taken up item by 
item, it perm its the congressmen 
to be for the projects in his own 
district and state, while still being 
for over-all economy. 
The 
House 
really 
got 
two 
whacks at this item-by-item con­ 
sideration of appropriations for 
next year. The first was in the 


full Appropriations Committee, 
after the various subcommittees 
had conducted hearings and made 
recommendations. 
T h a t 
w*as 
w here the first billion was saved. 
There 
was 
considerable 
com­ 
plaint by non-members that big­ 
ger cuts w eren’t made by the 
committee. 
But the full membership had 
its chance to make further cuts 
item -by-item when the 
Appro­ 
priations Committee reported the 
bill to what is known as the Com­ 
m ittee of the Whole House. This 
was w hat took the month and 
bored most congressmen to tears. 
A ttendance was never big. This 
led Rep. Dwight Rogers of Flor­ 
ida to propose that there should 
be record roll calls, instead of 
voice votes, on 
all 
appropria­ 
tions. 
Furtherm ore, this item-by-item 
consideration by the Committee 
of the Whole 
didn’t 
work. 
It 
didn’t economize enough. So in 
the end, the House had to resort 
to two queer dodges. 
First was an am endm ent by 
Rep. John Taber of New York, 
and A lbert Thomas of Texas. It 
proposed savings of $600,000,000 
by cutting expenditures for travel 
by 20 per cent and 10 per cent for 
all other expenses—payroll, rent, 
etc.—right across the board. 


SECOND was an amendment 
by Rep. Ben F. Jensen of Iowa. It 
provides that 90 per cent of ail 
vacancies 
in 
government 
jobs 
during the fiscal year beginning 
July 1 shall not be filled in this 
year. 
Exceptions to these two am end­ 
ments w ere made for the m ilitary 
services, and to doctors and nurses 
in the Public Health Service and 
Veterans’ Administration. 
There is some rather fuzzy lan­ 
guage 
in 
the 
Taber-Thomas 
am endment which under one in­ 
terpretation would give the Pres­ 
ident the power to veto particu­ 
lar items in the appropriations 
bill as finally passed by Congress. 
This item veto is an old point 
of controversy. President T ru­ 
man would like to have it. But 
there is some 
question 
as 
to 
its constitutionality. It would give 
an 
unscrupulous 
president al­ 
most unlim ited power over gov­ 
ernm ent. 
# 
The omnibus appropriation bill 
has now been tossed to the Sen­ 
ate 
Appropriations 
Committee. 
The real success or failure of this 
experim ent will be judged by 
how the Senate amends the 434- 
page House bill.
